SUBJECT: MEDIA REACTION: VENEZUELA 



1. SUMMARY: APRIL 17 SANTIAGO DAILIES PUBLISHED ONLY 
TWO OPINION PIECES THAT MAKE REFERENCE TO THE ROLE OF THE 
U.S. IN THE VENEZUELAN CRISIS. LEADING SANTIAGO DAILY LA 
TERCERA RAN AN EDITORIAL THAT FOCUSES PRIMARILY ON THE 
OVERALL CONFUSION IN THAT COUNTRY BUT THAT DOES MAKE 
REFERENCE TO WASHINGTON AS THE HEAD OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
OPPOSITION TO CHAVEZ. GOVERNMENT- OWNED , EDITORIALLY 
INDEPENDENT LA NACION RAN AN OP-ED PIECE BY REGULAR 
COLUMNIST MANUEL GARCES, WHICH SAYS THAT IT IS NOT 
SIGNIFICANT WHETHER THE U.S. WAS DIRECTLY INVOLVED IN THE 
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COUP SINCE THERE ARE MANY OTHER WAYS BY WHICH SUPERPOWERS 
TEND TO SHOW THEIR DISPLEASURE WITH A PARTICULAR LEADER. 
TODAY'S DAILIES ALSO RAN WIRE STORIES ON THE WHITE 
HOUSE'S STATEMENT IN ANSWER TO THE NEW YORK TIMES ARTICLE 
THAT U.S. GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS HAD MET WITH VENEZUELA'S 
OPPOSITION LEADERS. EXCEPT FOR SENSATIONALIST, POPULAR 
DAILY LA CUARTA (WHICH HEADLINED ITS ARTICLE "GRINGOS 
WASH THEIR HANDS OF THE COUP IN VENEZUELA") AND A LA 
TERCERA ARTICLE (WHICH WAS ENTITLED "U.S KNEW ABOUT COUP 
TO OUST HUGO CHAVEZ"), THE REMAINING HEADLINES 
UNDERSCORED WASHINGTON'S ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF MEETINGS WITH 
OPPOSITION LEADERS AND ITS OBJECTION TO EITHER ENDORSING 
OR TAKING PART IN THE COUP. LOCAL ARTICLES CONTINUED TO 
STRESS THE GOVERNMENT'S MISHANDLING OF THE CRISIS. BLOCK 
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QUOTES FOLLOW. END SUMMARY.

DAILY LA TERCERA ON APRIL 17 RAN AN EDITORIAL ENTITLED 
"VENEZUELA AT THE CROSSROADS . " BLOCK QUOTE FOLLOWS. 

"... IT'S STILL TOO SOON TO FIND SOME LOGIC TO THE 
EVENTS... A SELF -PROMOTED COUP HAS NOT BEEN TOTALLY RULED 
OUT BY VENEZUELANS... BUT EVEN IF THIS ISN'T THE CASE, 
THERE ARE STILL MANY QUESTIONS. FOR EXAMPLE, WHAT ROLE 
DID WASHINGTON PLAY? . . . CHAVEZ REPRESENTS THE ENORMOUS 
SOCIAL DIVISION IN THAT COUNTRY... THE IMAGES OF POLICE 
REPRESSION AND OF CLOSED TELEVISION STATIONS ARE STILL 
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FRESH IN THE MINDS OF VENEZUELANS. HIS POPULISM, HIS 
ATTACKS ON MANY SOCIAL SECTORS, AND HIS SYMPATHY WITH
